Our concern is with the ordinary citizen in this city and in the Province as a whole: to 
aid his knowledge and understanding of the arts as they affect and are affected by 


everyday life. 


The “arts of design” —crafts, industrial production, painting, sculpture, architecture, 
city planning and many others—contribute to the growth and maturity of Canada. 
They are the instruments we use as a community to build the material things which 


shelter us and which express our way of life. 
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Our business is to serve the public. Our resources are at the disposal of everyone. By 
presenting the best in art; by acting as an educator; and by forming a link between 
similar institutions in Canada and the United States, we contribute, both directly and 


indirectly through the people we serve, to the cultural life of Canada.

Our income is derived from: 
Membership fees from private citizens; 
Donations by individuals and corporations; 


Contributions from the City of Toronto and the

So far the majority of important contributions have come from private sources. These, 
in the past, have been largely responsible for the building up of our collection, but in 
recent years it has been necessary to divert a greater proportion of our gifts to the 


support of maintenance and our many activities. 
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History 


The Art Gallery was founded in 1900 by a group of public-spirited men and women 
under the leadership of Sir Edmund Walker and Mr. G. A. Reid. The construction of 
the building which it now occupies was begun in 1918 following the bequest of “The 
Grange” with its grounds by Dr. and Mrs. Goldwin Smith. 


Upon the death of Sir Edmund Walker in 1924, Mr. R. Y. Eaton succeeded as President 
and the Walker Sculpture Court was built. At the same time the Fudger and Leonard 
Memorial galleries were added in recognition of the many gifts made by these families 
to the Gallery. In 1934 the Eaton and Wood Memorial galleries were erected as the result 


of additional gifts.

Buildings are unimportant, however, if they do not house a great collection of works of 
art. Ours, which includes painting, sculpture, prints and drawings, began about 1906 


and has grown steadily and rapidly since that time. Through bequests and purchases,

but chiefly through gifts, we have laid the foundation for a collection which we hope 
will become outstanding in Canada. In this period, too, we have acquired a collection 


of Canadian painting second to none, and new additions are constantly being made. 


Last Wear 


Acknowledgment is made of the generous gift of $3,000.00 a year for a five-year period 
from the T. Katon Company Limited to be used as a fund for the purchase of Canadian 
works of art. The T. Eaton Company is genuinely interested in the development and 


encouragement of Canadian artists who do creative painting and sculpture. 


At the request of the Gallery, a survey was carried out by the fire prevention authorities 
following which additional fire extinguishers, an extension of the fire sprinkler system 
and wire glass windows in the corridor to Grange House were installed and other pre- 


cautionary measures carried out.

A new concert platform was provided through the generosity of the R. Laidlaw Lumber 
Company Limited. 

The Lecture Room, the staircases to the Lecture Room, the Square Gallery, the Foyer, 
and the corridor to Grange House were repainted during the year. A movable screen 
was installed under the Lecture Room skylight making it possible to hold lectures 


illustrated by lantern slides during the day. 
The title of the Gallery was erected on the facade of the building. 


Insurance was placed on the permanent collection of the Gallery.

The Margaret Eaton Gallery, the Fudger Rotunda, the Fudger Gallery, the North 
Corridor, the cloakrooms, the Library office and a section of the front of the building 
are being repainted. 


A new lighting system is being installed in the West Basement classroom where a number 
of the Members’ Children’s Classes will be held.

Lawren Harris was one of the protagonists of the “Group of Seven” and has since con- 
tinued as a prominent member of the painting fraternity in Canada. As such, the Art 
Gallery and his fellow artists feel that he is entitled to a one-man show which will be a 


balanced representation of his work. 


The exhibition is being organized by the Gallery with the close co-operation of the artist, 


and a catalogue similar to that of the Emily Carr exhibition is in the course of preparation. 


A condensed form of the exhibition will be circulated to several of the major cities in 


Canada by the National Gallery of Canada.

In philosophy, literature, political theory and the arts, the Ancient Greeks and Romans 
handed down a glorious and practical heritage which has permeated European civiliza- 
tion for over 2,000 years. The Classical Era has had a profound and far-reaching 


influence through the ages to the present day. 


This theme will serve as the basis for an exhibition of paintings, tapestries, sculpture, 


prints and objects of art which we have obtained from the Metropolitan Museum 


of Art, New York. 


The idea for this exhibition was first conceived as a means of presenting two important 
paintings which have recently been added to our collection through the generous bequest 
of the late Colonel Reuben Wells Leonard—“Venus Presenting Arms to Aeneas” by 
Nicolas Poussin (1594-1665) and a portrait of Field Marshal George, Ist Marquess 
Townshend by Sir Joshua Reynolds (1723-1792). We felt that these paintings were 


excellent examples of what is meant by the “Classical Contribution”. 


A full account of these paintings will appear in Art Gallery of Toronto “ Accesstons 1946- 
1948” which will be published shortly. 


We were fortunate in that this scheme happened to coincide with a new development in 
policy on the part of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, which has now decided to 


organize important travelling exhibitions made up from their vast collection. 


Contemporary Veanters 


Carrying on the idea of the one-man show, the Art Gallery is planning exhibitions of a 


few of the most important works of various internationally known artists. 


An exhaustive analytical exhibition of the work of such men lies beyond our scope, but 
we feel that a careful selection of a limited number of any given artist’s masterpieces 


can convey the essentials of his contribution. 


It is hoped that a series of these exhibitions at the rate of about one each year will be 


possible, and it is our intention to enlist the services of a leading expert in each instance.

This year we have, as usual, reserved space for exhibitions by the various Canadian 


Societies, leading off with that of the Royal Canadian Academy. 
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Working in the storage vault preparing an exhibition— Wm. Lancaster 
in charge. 


The Canadian Society of Painters in Water Colour, the Canadian Society of Graphic 
Art, the Ontario Society of Artists, the Canadian Guild of Potters and the Sculptor’s 
Society of Canada are all working on plans for exhibitions.

In 1947 the Women’s Cominittee held a two-day exhibition and sale of paintings and 
sculpture by artists living in Toronto, the principal aims of the exhibition being to 
stimulate a greater interest in the owning of Canadian works of art and to enlarge the 
circle of the buying public. In view of the great popularity of the idea, both with the 
public and the forty participating artists, it was decided to make it an annual event. 


This year the show will be extended to include nine out-of-town artists. The artists 
are asked to send in three works, with prices ranging from $25.00 to $200.00. 


The Committee takes a commission of 20% from the sale to defray expenses and the 


surplus is added to the Women’s Committee Purchase Fund.

Under the auspices of the Women’s Committee, a collection of European rooms (con- 
structed to the scale of roughly one inch to the foot) is coming to the Gallery for a long 
period beginning in February. There are some thirty miniatures of English, French and 
German rooms, ranging from the 15th century to the present day, completely furnished. 


The Art Institute of Chicago has been circulating two collections of these miniature 
rooms, one on the European field and one on the American, which have been made with 
great delicacy and exactitude by Mrs. James Ward Thorne. 


This is probably one of the most enchanting exhibitions of general interest we could 
present. 


Edueational Programme: 


Circulating Ed hep erey: 


The Circulating Exhibitions constitute one of our most important educational activities. 
They are designed to meet the demand for educational material on the arts in schools, 
colleges, libraries, clubs, study groups and community organizations. Through the 
generous donation of the Messrs. O’Keefe Brewing Company Limited we are able to 


assemble and circulate the exhibitions free of charge, except for transportation costs.

The Art classes for members’ children are divided into four age groups. Each group 


is limited to twenty children. 


NuRSERY 2 TO 5 YEARS: 


There are two groups of small children, each of which comes to the Gallery two mornings 


a week from 9:15 to 11:45. 
They have a regular Nursery School routine with special emphasis on creative activities. 


AFTER SCHOOL CLASSES—5 TO 7 YEARS, 8 TO 10 YEARS AND I] TO 13 YEARS: 


Each of these age groups come one afternoon a week from 4:00 to 5:30. ‘They do projects 


such as puppet making, clay modelling, painting and costume making. 


The object of these classes is not to turn out artists, but to give the children experience 
with different materials so that they may gain a closer perception of the world around 


them. 


Two conducted tours of each exhibition are being arranged for members’ children, one 
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The Members’ Children’s Christmas Party 


for children of Public School age and one for those of Secondary School age. It is hoped 
that through these tours the children will acquire a firm foundation for the enjoyment 


of the arts. 


Open Vights 


Every Wednesday night from 8:00 to 10:30 is “Open Night” at the Gallery. Members 
and the general public may come to see the exhibitions hanging in the galleries, and, 
if they wish, join in the special activities arranged for these evenings. ‘The programme 
includes tours, demonstrations by artists, films, lectures, panel discussions, and groups 


for drawing and painting.

As an experiment the Gallery will be open to the public after Christmas for three even- 
ings a week, including Open Nights. One additional evening a week will be available 
for private groups, the groups being limited to those directly interested in what is 


going on at the Gallery or to lectures on art.

As there are many students who are interested in what the Gallery has to offer and are 
unable to come during school hours, we plan, with the help of a student committee, to 
arrange to have two or three evenings a year reserved exclusively for secondary school 


students.

Knowing the keen desire of teachers to add constantly to their store of knowledge and 
to familiarize themselves with all things of educational value, the Art Gallery plans to 
arrange a series of tours designed to assist teachers in a further enjoyment and under- 
standing of the arts. This course will be open to teachers from any of the Toronto or 


suburban schools.

The Art Gallery and the Royal Conservatory of Music of Toronto have collaborated for 
the past five seasons on the free Sunday afternoon concerts at the Gallery. Begin- 
ning in November and continuing to Easter Sunday, it will again be possible to enjoy 


some of the best musical talent in our city while viewing the exhibitions at the Gallery.

MEMBERSHIP AND ORGANIZATION
